Twenty - One Officials’ Terms to Expire|Police Confiscating 


The terms of twenty-one of Andover’s 
present officials will expire in March, 
with the school committee and the tree 
warden positions slated to offer the most 
keenly contested races from present indi- 
cations. The annual election this year will 
occur on Monday, March 1, and the 
town meeting on Monday, March 8. 

The term of Howell F. Shepard, chair- 
man of the board of selectmen and of the 
board of assessors, expires this year. To 
date little opposition has appeared, 
although there have been some interesting 
rumors. 

For the first time the position of town 
clerk will not appear on the ballot this 
year, since George H. Winslow was 
elected clerk for a three-year term last 
year in accordance with a previous town 
meeting vote which eliminated the old 
one-year term. William B. Cheever and 
Thaxter Eaton will again be up for their 


positions of tax collector and treasurer 
respectively. Little opposition is expected 
here. 

The school committee members whose 
terms expire this year are Herbert Carter, 
William Doherty and Dr. Nathaniel 
Stowers. Mr. Carter has been on the com- 
mittee for two years, having first been 
appointed when J. Everett Collins re- 
signed on being elected selectman and the 
following March receiving the endorse- 
ment of the electorate. Little doubt is felt 
as to his re-election for the full three-year 
term. 

If both decide to run again this year, 
the contest between Mr. Doherty and 
Dr. Stowers is expected again to be a keen 
one as it has been twice before. 

The position of tree warden offers 
possibilities of a free-for-all.

Flood Most lmpor 

The great flood of last March was by 
far the most important story of 1936 in 
Andover. Following it were the election 
of Miss Marguerite Hearsey as principal 
of Abbot academy, the death of Rev. 
Frederick A. Wilson, D.D., the opening 
of the new junior high school, the passing 
of the zoning by-law, the election as 
selectman of Roy E. Hardy, and the triple 
fatality resulting from a train-truck crash 
in Ballardvale. 

It seems almost fantastic today to say 
that a large part of Shawsheen and Mar- 
land village was under water last March, 
but there is nothing fantastic about it to 
those who watched the relentlessly rising 
river lap first at their door-yards, then at 
their doorsteps, later at their window- 
sills. The big flood had been preceded the 
week before by new high water levels, 
Haverhill street at the bridge being eight- 
een inches under water. Ballardvale was 
also affected by the first flood which re- 
sulted from the melting of snow, heavy 
rains, etc., in the upper part of the Shaw- 
sheen. The Woburn street bridge shifted, 
and a gully was torn through the Bradlee

mill yard as the old dam proved insufficient 
to take care of the onrush of the water. 


The following Thursday it was the 
Merrimack which caused the trouble, for 
it backed up the placid Shawsheen which 
was forced to overflow its banks up as far 
as the dam at the Marland mills. This 
was the worst flood in the history of the 
town. A total of 109 homes had to be 
vacated, North Main street from Marland 
village to the Shawsheen garage was under 
water and impassable, traffic was re- 
routed out through West Andover since 
the Den Rock road too was under water 
at the Shawsheen river bridge, electric 
power failed Friday morning, with 
candles and flashlights coming into popu- 
larity until power was restored late Satur- 
day night, generators loaned by the 
Melrose fire department lighted the 
square, police station and fire station, 
out-of-town ’phone service was seriously 
curtailed, a charger was installed at the 
exchange to provide the necessary cur- 
rent, the Simplex telegraph machines at

Nine-year-old John Anderson of 199 
North Main street is at the Massachusetts 
General Eye and Ear infirmary in Boston 
where it is hoped that he will not lose his 
eye. The boy was playing with a chum 
Sunday morning, and the chum hit him 
with a pellet from an air rifle. Dr. Daly 
administered first aid and then rushed 
him to Boston where a specialist operated 
to remove the shot. It will be a while 
before it is definitely known how the eye 
will react. : 

Officer John Deyermond investigated 
the accident. 

Jimmie Gillen and Robert Larmondra 
of Shawsheen village had narrow escapes 
from serious injury Monday morning 
when they were hit by BB shot from a 
rifle fired by a chum. The youngster was 
aiming at a post, and it is not known 
whether the pellets bounded from the 
post or whether the two boys had run 
around to the other side of the post. 

The Gillen boy was hit above the eye 
and young Larmondra was hit in the 
right cheek. Officer David Gillespie in- 
vestigated and took the guns from the 
boys.

JOHN McCORMACK 
World-beloved Tenor Who Will Sing at George Washington Hall Jan. 12 


The final attraction of the Phillips 
Academy series is the world celebrated 
John McCormack, who will be heard in 
Andover on Tuesday evening, January 
12th. Back after a two years absence dur- 
ing which he has been touring the British 
Isles, he is again singing to the packed 
houses that have become an inseparable 
part of his American recitals. 

This celebrated tenor has had a career 
unique in musical history. At the age of 
twelve he won a scholarship which started 
him on his way. At sixteen he took first 
prize in Latin, Greek and French. It 
wasn’t until 1903 however that he turned 


his mind seriously to music and won the 
Gold medal at the Festival of Song. After 
about two years study with Sabatini in 
Milan, he made his debut as an operatic 
star in Mascagni’s Amico Fritz. He was 
then under twenty-two. There is no 
record of any other English-speaking 
singer making his Grand Opera debut in 
Italy at such an early age. At the age of 
twenty-three he joined what was then the 
greatest operatic organization in the 
world—the Royal Opera of Covent 
Garden, London. 

In 1909, he made his American debut 
at the Manhattan Opera House when he

the Western Union gave way to the old | 
Morse key, all call firemen and special 
policemen were placed with the regulars 
on 24 hour duty, a Lynn unit of the 
National Guard and several local organ- | 
izations helped police the town, a diver 
here to repair a leak in the water main 
nearly drowned when he fell off a raft 
minus his helmet, oil heaters run by elec- | 
tricity proved useless—these were but a 
few of the highlights of the most serious | 
emergency the town has ever faced. Satur- 
day morning the water started to recede, 
and the following week the work of clean- 
ing up went on. Town officers were trans- 
ferred to Shawsheen village where most | 
of the activities were concentrated. None 
of the houses could be entered until ap- 
proved by town authorities. A group of 
200 C.C.C. men went to the village to 
assist in the cleaning-up operations. 
Typhoid clinics were held to ward off the 
possibility of disease. Reading, North 
Reading, Danvers, Winchester and Boston 
sent fire apparatus here to assist the local 
department, busily engaged in pumping 
water to Lawrence, whose filter bed had 
gone with the flood. 

OTHER EVENTS 

Miss Hearsey was elected principal of 
Abbot in the spring, succeeding Miss 
Bertha Bailey who had died the preceding 
November. She began her actual admin- 
istration of school affairs during the 
summer. 

Dr. Wilson died March first. The dean 
of Andover’s clergymen, he was greatly 
loved by members of all faiths, and his 
passing caused deep sorrow with all those 
who had known him in his long service 
here. 

The new junior high school and the 
other new school facilities were first put 
into use by the students when school 
opened in September, but the actual 
public opening was on October 17. The 
new facilities have already proved very 
popular with the townspeople, and there 
have been many requests for use of the 
auditorium and gymnasium.

The out- 
come was no surprise, although the huge 
majority was. Mr. Hardy was the third 
man in as many years to oust one of the 
then selectmen. 

In March the zoning by-law, with its 
regulations on construction here in Ando- 
ver, was finally approved by the voters 
in its third time up. It went into effect 
late in April. 


TRIPLE FATALITY 
On November 10 the most serious auto- 
mobile accident in the town’s history took 


| place when a truck was hit by a passenger 


train at a little used crossing near the 
Wilmington line. Three lives were snuffed 
out, and it was only luck that saved the 
lives of the twenty other men riding on 
the truck. None of the victims lived in 
Andover. 

There were two other fatal accidents 
during the year. On the Monday evening 
after the flood Miss Agnes Doran of 
Boston, on her way to view the effects of 
the flood in Lawrence, was almost instant- 
ly killed when the car in which she was 
riding, struck a tree near Hidden road. 
The driver was later sentenced to six 
months in the House of Correction. Late 
in the summer Peter Hammell, an itiner- 
ant salesman from North Carolina, with 
deformed legs, rode to his death in a hand 
operated car when he crashed into a beer 
truck on the by-pass near the state police 
barracks. 

Two Andover residents met their death 
in automobile accidents outside the town. 
Leo Allicon, co-partner of the Model 
Grocery, was instantly killed in the spring 
when his truck was sideswiped on the 
Reading road in North Reading. Law- 
rence E. Lynch was killed at Danielson, 
Conn., when his car overturned in August. 

Two Andover residents met their 
death by drowning. Raymond Platt of 
Center street, Ballardvale, drowned in 
Foster’s pond, on the night of June 11, 
during a swimming party. Little Jackie 
Irvine drowned on August 19 in the Shaw- 
sheen river while a playground carnival 
was being held nearby.
